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Proposed Amendment 
In response to the Office Action dated July 12, 1995, 
Applicants propose that Claim 53 be revised as follows: 
53. (Amended) An electrically conductive compatible polymer blend 
composition comprising the reaction product [in an organic solvent 
of] f armed from a Lewis base electrically conductive polymer in an- 
organic solvent in undoped form and a Lewis acid polymer 
dopant tn said orga nic solvent , the resulting conductive blend 
being soluble in s aid organic solvent and miscible at the molecular 
level . 

REMARKS 

None of the references disclose a polymer blend wherein the 
each polymer in the conductive blend is soluble in organic solvent. 
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
